Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the top side and the 
bottom side, the pivoting element, and the pivoting element retaining area as recited in 
claim 21 and the movable element as recited in claim 22 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Even 
(US 4,567,687). 

The patent to Even shows a diver for use with a fishing line and fishing hook. Even 
shows a substantially planar disk shaped body having a top side and a bottom side. 
Even shows a ball receiver 22 formed in a top side. Even shows a line locking 
assembly 36 for securing a first portion of a fishing line to the body. Even shows quick 
release assembly 14 for releasably holding a second portion of the fishing line. Even 
shows a pivoting element 28, 48 and a pivot element retaining area such as the top 
surface of tubular element 20 in conjunction with tab 38 and jaw 22 as shown in Fig. 4. 
In reference to claim 22, Even shows a movable element 28, 48 and an aperture such 
as inside jaw members 22, 24.
